London newspapers were

“Mr. Chamberlain (British 
prime minister) is. planning to 
call a conference of big powers to 
consider calling a halt to the arms 
race in Europe, possibly before the 
end of the summer.” 

“Limitation may be aimed at 
aerial weapons in the first instance 
. «. if progress could be made in 
that direction the disarmament . 
discussions might be widened to 
include world powers, including 
the United States.” 

“The scope of the conference 
would be extended also to include 
economic problems.”

These developments followed 
the disclosure today that Britain, 
engaged in her greatest peace- 
time rearmament program, was 
spending more than $1,000,000 a 
day for airplanes alone and ex- 
pects to have 2,250 first line fight- 
ing planes by April 1.

Corn Meal Recipes. 


It has been said, and truly so, 
that “the home of corn bread is 
the south.” The farther south you 
go, the more it will greet you. 

For breakfast, you are served 
spoon bread or batter bread. For 
dinner, you will be instructed to 
“take two and spread them while 
they are hot” of corn breads, bat- 
ter cakes (for vegetables), corn 
pones, cracklin breads. 

Southern corn breads should 
never be made with yellow meal, 
but always with the very best 
white meal obtainable, which even 
today can often be bought home 
ground. 

In the old days in the south, 
plain corn bread recipes never in- 
cluded salt, but, on coming from 
the oven, the pone or the hoecake 
was split and literally drenched 
with melted fat. Salt in the recipe 
was believed to destroy the tasti- 
ness of the combination. You will 
note, however, that’Sally advises 
the use of some salt. For corn | 
meal bread the greased pans_| 
should be sizzling hot before the | 
mixture is poured into them. 

In the following recipes corn 
meal, a starchy food, is supple- 
mented with others which provide 
protein, minerals, fats and some 
vitamins. 

“You'll love these corn cakes: 


Southern Lace-Edged Corn Cakes, 
2 eggs 
2 cups sweet milk 
1 cup corn meal 
1 scant teaspoon salt 
3 tablespoons melted margarine 


Beat the eggs well; add the milk 
and beat with a rotary egg beater; 
add the corn meal in which has 
been sifted the salt; lastly add the 
melted margarine. Stir well each 
time you bake a cake, arpl be sure 
to bake each cake on well- greased, 
hot griddle, using a spoonful of 
batter to a small cake. Serve 
with broiled or fried ham and 
gravy. These corn cakes are also 
delicious served with a vegetable 
dinner. Yields about 40 cakes. 


_Have you ever made corn meal 
light bread? Mrs. D. C. Mooney, 
Box 103, Flowery Branch, Ga., 
sends. her recipe for this popular 
southern bread. It is an economi- 
cal bread and a delicious one. 
Mrs, Mooney’s Old-Fashioned 
Corn Meal Light Bread. 
Scald 1-2 or 3-4 cup sweet milk 
and thicken with meal. Let stand 
12 hours or until sour and light 
Next morning take 
a quart of warm water and stir 
this scalded meal into it. Put in 
1-4 cup sugar and thicken with 
meal again real thick so you can 
just stir with spoon. Let stand 
in warm place until risen and 
cracked open (takes from 1 to 2 
hours). Next, stir in 3-4 cup mo- 
lasses, 1 pint flour, 1 teaspoon 
each of soda and salt. Pour in 
baking pan and keep warm again 
until it rises about 1 1-2 to 2 
inches. Grease pan. Bake in 
moderate oven. No lard used.

Standard building, Atlanta. It is 
a fine dish for Lent, and the men 
Should like it for it is highly 
seasoned.

Mix the corn meal, boiling wa- 
ter and the salt. Add well beaten 
egg and salmon and form into pat- 
ties. Fry in hét fat. When brown 
on both sides sprinkle tablespoon 
of grated cheese on each patty. 
Serve with Mexican sauce and 
onion slices. 

To make the Mexican sauce— 
brown a finely minced onion in 
4 tablespoons of butter. Add 2 
tablespoons flour and 1-4 teaspoon 
ground allspice and stir in 2 cups 
of tomato puree. Cook until 
slightly thickened.

Pope Holds ‘Delicate’ Talks

VATICAN CITY, March 9.—(#)

Pope Pius devoted much of the 
day to regularly scheduled audi- 
ences.

COTTON MEASURE 
OF SENATOR SIT 


Wnanimous Vote Ap- 
proves Legislation De- 
Signed to Remedy Sur- 
~plus Troubling Industry 


_ WASHINGTON, March 9.—(; 
A legislative remedy intended to 
‘eure the cotton surplus headache 
troubling both the administration 
and the cotton industry, emerged 
from the senate agriculture com- 
. Mittee today after weeks of dis- 
pute. 

The group recommended pas-| 
sage of a bill that would deal with | 
the huge government loans stocks | 

_ more than 11,000,000 bales, Ke 
| O ways: | 

First, farmers would receive | 
additional credit payments—rang- | 
ing up to five cents a pound—if) 
‘they marketed cotton from this 
season’s crop instead of increas- 
ing the loan stocks. 

Second, the government would 
take a partial loss on its invest- 
ment of more than $500,000,000 in 
the loan cotton and make an ef- 
fore to move some of it into trade 
channels, after July 1, 1940. 

Would Sell to Growers. 

This would be done by selling 
the stored cotton, at three cents a | 
pound, to growers who reduced 
their allocated production this sea- 
son. Growers could replace 20 to 
75 per cent of new crop produc- 
tion this season by the provision. 

The “price adjustment pay-| 
ments” under Smith’s bill would | 
be intended to assure growers | 
who market their cotton, at least 
12 cents a pound. Thus, if a grow- | 
er was paid 9 cents on the mar-— 
ket, he would receive 3 cents ad- 
justment payment. | 

If the market price dropped | 
down to 7 cents or less, the pay- | 
ment would be limited to 5 cents. | 

Release of Stocks. 
. Other provisions of the Smith. 
bill would: | 

Release 1,600,000 bales of loan 
stocks from the 1934 crop for re-| 
lief and experimental purposes. 
after July 1, 1940. The govern- 
ment loaned 12 cents a pound on. 
this cotton compared with 9 cents. 
in 1937 and 8.3 cents in 1938. | 

Permit growers to release up to. 
2,500,000 bales annually from loan | 
stocks after July 1, 1940, by the) 
government taking losses needed 
to move this into markets. 

Assure growers of an annual 
production of at least 11,000,000 
bales under the present crop con- | 
trol act. 

Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, veteran author of | 
cotton bills and frequent critic of 
administration farm policies, jubi- 
lantly predicted his _ proposals 
would not cost more than $100,- 
000,000 above present authorized 
government benefit payments to 
cotton growers. 

Other witnesses, including Sec- 
retary Wallace, have estimated 
the proposals might require $300,- 
000,000 or more, 

Smith said the committee action 
was unanimous, but some Repub- 
lican senators said they had re- 
perved the right to oppose the bill 
when it reaches the senate floor. 

Roosevelt Warns. 

Still unsolved was the problem 
of providing the additional funds 
required, even if the measure wins 
congressional approval. Smith and 
other southern senators have ad- 
vocated getting them “from the 
same place we get billions for re- 
lief’—the federal treasury. 

President Roosevelt, however, | 
has warned congress within the | 
last year that any additional out- | 
lays for farm benefits must be ac- | 
companied by new income to pay | 
them. 

Accompanying the Smith bill 
was a resolution promising that. 
the senate agriculture committee | 
would oppose any legislation | 
“which will have the effect, in the 
opinion of the committee, of re- |, 
ducing the domestic prices of cot- 
ton.” 

Senator Bankhead, Democrat, 
Alabama, explained this was to re- 
fute what he said were rumors. 
that congress might release part 
of the loan stocks at once, causing 
a reduction in cotton prices. | 

Trade Disturbed, | 

These rumors, Bankhead added, | 
had disturbed the cotton trade and | 
caused “accumulation of large. 
stocks of manufactured goods by | 
cotton mills” because buyers hoped 
for lower prices. | 

“This bill ties up all of the cot- 
ton loan stocks until July, 1940,” | 
Smith said. “Unless the price goes 
high enough so that it is profit- 
able for the growers who made 
fhe loan to sell it.” 


GROWERS TARDY 
IN OBTAINING FUNDS | 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—() 
Senator Bankhead, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, reported today that cotton |

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HERTY FOUNDATION NEEDS. 

The Herty Foundation laboratory at Savan- 
nah has probably contributed more, in rat‘o to 
the total cost, to the industrial development of 
the south than any other undertaking. It was 
through the discoveries of this laboratory and 
its development in the making of paper and 
paper pulp from southern woods, that the south 
was first opened as a paper-making section. 
It has provided a new source of income, both 
present and potential, for one of the south’s 
most extensive products, timber, and it has 
opened the door to investment and enterprise 
never before imagined for this section. 

The death of Dr. Herty, whose inspiration 
and genius made the laboratory possible, has 
not halted the program of research work. It 
is being continued by a splendid staff of tech- 
nicians and with valuable result in the im- 
proved pulping of both pine and hardwood 
timber. 

Because the value of the laboratory is south- 
wide, not confined to Georgia or any one state, 
the Herty Foundation was formed last year. 
Thus it is now legally permissible for other 
states to appropriate funds to join in the finan- 
cial support of this institution, of such vast im- 
portance to all. 

Georgia, however, must continue to lead the 
way, financially and in other respects, if other 
states are to feel full confidence in the pro- 
gram. If Georgia, the home state of the lab- 
oratory, should lag in support, it would be dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to present logical argu- 
ments for support by others. 

Last year Georgia appropriated $30,000 for 
the support of the laboratory. She is asked to 
continue the same amount for 1939 and 1940. 

One-third, or $10,000, is already provided 
| through special funds. The legislature is asked 
to follow its own precedent and appropriate, di- 
rectly, the addtional $20,000 needed. There 
can be little doubt that the members of the as- 
sembly will gladly do this, once they under- 
stand the situation and the vital need. 

Provision of this amount by Georgia will 
provide the base for the $100,000 needed, an- 
nually, to carry on the work as it should be 
done. “The remainder of that fund will, it is. 
confidently believed, be provided by the other 
southern states which are direct beneficiaries 
of the laboratory’s work, if Georgia does her 
share first and thus shows her realization of 
the need. 


SAVING WESLEYAN 


The campaign to raise $600,000 to repur- 
chase Wesleyan College, at Macon, is moving 
forward toward success, according to prelimi- 
nary reports. It could hardly be otherwise, for 
it is unthinkable that Georgians interested in 
this century-old institution would permit it to 
end its career of educational service to woman- 


hood. 

Wesleyan is the oldest chartered woman's 
college in the world. Founded in 1836, it has 
ever since held high place in the ranks of in- 
stitutions of higher learning for women. 


Financial difficulties, which resulted in fore- 
closure by the bondholders in March of last 
year, originated in the days of depression fol- 
lowing upon the business crash of 1929. A new 
and costly plant, paid for through public sale 
of $1,000,000 in bonds, had been completed only 
a few years. After the 1929 crash the college 
was unable, like so many business organiza- 
tions, to meet its obligations. Attempts to solve 
the problem through public subscriptions, at 
that time, failed. Friends who would gladly 
have given under normal conditions were 
themselves hard pressed during those difficult 


years. 

The situation today, following the fore- 
closure of a year ago, is that title to the prop- 
erty is in the hands of a small group of friends 
of the college, who have given an option. This 
must be taken up shortly, if it is to be accepted 
within the given time limit. It will cost, with 
all expenses included, $600,000. However, the 
college property has been valued at $2,000,000. 
Thus the people of Georgia are faced With the 
bargain opportunity of freeing this valued col- 
lege for less than one-third of its actual worth. 

Not only Methodists, alumnae and others 
with particuler reason for interest in the col- 
lege are responding to the call for funds. Geor- 
gians generally, proud of Wesleyan’s record and 
familiar with the great value of the college to 
the state, are eagerly accepting the opportunity 
to help in this time of need. 

Everyone should give, in accordance with 
financial ability, be it great or small, to this

cause. It is one of primary importance to the 
honor, the historic self-respect and the edu- 
cational value of the entire state. 


GUAM, FOR DEFENSE. 

It is to be hoped the senate will restore the 
Guam air base item to the naval improvements 
bill and that the house will concur in the re- 
establishment of the $5,000,000 fund. This 
country cannot be assured against future 
trouble in the Pacific, no matter what the 
present attitude may be, and at little Guam 
may rest the key to the entire Pacific defense 
of the United States. 

The congress must consider that the Philip- 
pines remain a possession of the United States 
until 1946 and, even after that, the temper of 
the people must be taken into consideration, for 
the islanders have lived under the American 
flag for 40 years. Psychologically, there is grave 
danger that any attempt at domination by Ja- 
pan after the United States has granted and 
morally guaranteed independence will result in 
warfare. d 

At the same time, were Japan to attack the 
United States, the defense of this country would 
rest far out in the Pacific. The greater the op- 
erating range of the fleet, the better the 
chances of victory. Japan would first have to 
seize the Philippines and Guam to be able to 
build an attack position against Hawaii. With 
the Philippines independent, they might not 
present any danger to Japanese advance, and 
thus Guam would present the sole obstacle to 
a swift advance against Hawaii, particularly 
so since that country has fortified the man- 
dated islands of the Pacific. In the defense 
concept, Guam would function as a delaying 
base, enabling the concentration of the United 
States fleet at Hawaii and other strategic out- 
lying posts. There is no question but what the 
island would eventually be captured by Japan. 
In the attack concept, Guam would have to be 
in the possession of the United States fleet be- 
fore any action could be launched against the 
Japanese mainland, or even a reasonably tight 
blockade set up. Japanese control of the man- 
dated islands would have to be eliminated, and 
Guam is the key to that operation. 

The argument that fortification of the Guam 
base is merely begging for trouble is hardly 
realistic. It is the best possible form of insur- 
ance against it until such time as this country 
can say with certainty that Japan will not seek 
domination of all Pacific waters. The anger of 
the Japanese over the “presumption” of this 
country in proposing to fortify the post is a 
clue to its danger to a Japangse campaign 
toward Hawaii. 

There is too great a tendency in the United 
States to disregard the studied recommenda- 
tions of military and naval authorities. To be 
sure, these recommendations are open to de- 
bate, but when rejection is predicated on the 
opposition of a possible aggressor nation, then 
congressmen step on dangerous ground. 

The improvements suggested are not of the 
type needed for aggression. They are intrinsi- 
cally defensive, and for that reason should be 
provided. In the event of war it would cost tens 
of millions of dollars and the lives of thousands 
of men to push the fleet as far as Guam. If a 
modicum of defense can be provided, the in- 
Surance it provides is more than cheap. 


JACOB EISEMAN. 

One of Atlanta’s most honored and beloved 
links with her early days was broken when 
Jacob Eiseman, pioneer businessman, died in 
his 93rd year. 

A native of Germany, Mr. Eiseman came to 
the United States in 1868, when he was a youth 
of 22. After a few months in Baltimore, he 
moved to Atlanta and had lived here ever since. 
He established one of the oldest commercial en- 
terprises in the city and was an-active figure 
until his retirement, only eight years ago. 

The story of Mr. Eiseman’s career would 
read almost as a story of Atlanta progress for 
the last three-fourths of a century. As the 
city expanded and became more and more im- 
portant in the business life of the nation, his 
business grew with it. He was always active 
in Chamber of Commerce circles and in other 
efforts for the benefit of the community and 
contributed much to scores of undertakings for 
the advantage of his fellow citizens in all walks 
of life. 

He lived a full and successful life. He dies, 
as he lived, with the fullest respect and affec- 
tion of his fellow citizens. His name will 
ever remain in the list of those men whose high 
ideals and civic enthusiasm made them lead- 
ers in an important era of Atlanta progress

The truth is, however, that no longer is im- 
migration as much of a problem to America to- 
day as is emigration! During the last eight years 
5,487,000 persons, including travelers, left the 
United States and only 4,260,000. including trav- 
elers, entered the country. Since 1931 this country 
thus suffered a net loss of 227,000 persons. 

For the first time in the histcry of this coun- 
try more persons are leaving the United States 
than ‘are entering it, although most of the loss 
through emigration came during the low ebb years 
of the depression.

bacco users’ flesh creep.” 

I am not going into that argu- 
ment again, because those who 
believe that the story was sup- 
Ppressed and not merely spiked will 
continue to believe that the edi- 
tors who omitted it did so out of 
consideration for those who buy 
space to advertise cigarets. There 
is no proof by which to unconvince 
them. 

However, it follows that if Mr. 
Ickes nggards the cigaret as a great 
menace to health he must favor 
the abolition of the industry and 
of the trade in other forms of 
tobacco as well, the other forms 
being only slightly less poisonous 
than the cigaret. 

He does not press that point, 
however, and if he were to do so 
he probably would catch a swift 
pop in the mouth from the mild 
and friendly secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. Henry Morgenthau, who 
last year collected in taxes from 
the manufacture of tobacco, in- 
cluding cigarets, more than half 
a billion dollars.

Tobacco and liquor pay in the 
form of direct Treasury taxes 
alone more than a billion a year, 
which is more than one-sixth of 
the total receipts. 

So what difference would it 
make if the story that was likely to 
make the users’ flesh creep was 
suppressed or just omitted? This 
country supports itself largely by 
its vices and would preserve its 
arteries and stripes at the sacrifice 
of its existence as a nation. 


Improving Cows. 

Progressive dairy farmers have 
so culled their herds that it takes 
a superior purebred sire to im- 
prove the average “grade” herd, 
Professor Joseph Knott, Washing- 
ton State College, told the state 
‘dairymen’s association convention. 

He said many breeders of pure- 
bred stock have “rested on’ their 
oars” in the mistaken assumption 
their animals were superior just 
because they were eligible to reg- 
istry. 

Average of all cows in the Dairy 
Herd Improvement work’ in this 
state is about 350 pounds of but- 
terfat, Knott said, and only ani- 
mals capable of transmitting qual- 
ities improving or at least main- 
taining that level should be used.

Kill Them Later

where wild rice grows in abufidance. It is a wild duck sation 
and the ducks have fed there since time immemorial. é 
The oldest inhabitants of the region remember when the whole 
surface of the marsh seemed covered with waterfowl, and even 


the younger generation remember seeing the ducks come ashore in.

Now the flocks are small. Wondering what tragedy had be- 
fallen them, a lady of 67, who had spent many summers in the 
region, resolved to remain after the opening of the hunting season 
and see how well the game laws were obeyed.

On a Sunday night the hunters began firing at twenty minutes 
before six, and continued a steady bombardment until ten minutes 
before seven.

The lady picked 
up eight in front of her cottage—one with both legs shot away. 
The shore was lined with them for over a mile. 

A telephoned appeal to officials brought an investigator, but it 
was too late to catch the killers, 

In the Chesapeake region, market hunters prepare an ambush in 
the marshland and use a special type of gun that mows the surface 
of the water as a scythe mows grain. When the ducks are resting 
on the water in great flocks, one shot may kill several hundred. 

There is always a market for them. Certain restaurants have 
rich patrons who enjoy giving discreet parties and offering their 
guest a treat that is seasoned with outlawry. 

Some days ago a newspaper printed a picture of a mighty hunter 
who had in one afternoon bagged the legal limit of doves. He killed 
or maimed many more, the story said, but they fell in a canebrake 
where he couldn’t get them. The mourning dove is fast disappearing. 

The hunter shooting on baited fields says this is a free country. 
So it is. It is also a land of equality, where nobody has special 
privileges. There is some game left because most of us shoot little 
or not at all. But why should some of us refrain from hunting 
merely to provide a few more years of slaughter for the game-hogs? 
Surely they will agree that al] of us have the right to do as they do. 
Would they have all of us join the butchery and finish the birds 
once for all? Or should the rest of us try to save the birds for them 


to kill?

‘Dr. Campbell Appeals for Increase 


In Public Health

Funds of Georgia 


Chairman of Cancer Commission Cites Growth of Depart- 
ment and Reduction in Disease Ensuing 
From Preventive Work. 


An appeal to the legislature to 
increase rather than cut appro- 
priations for the State Health De- 
partment was made yesterday ina 
|statement by Dr. J. L. Campbell, 
'chairman of the cancer commis- 
'sion of the Medical Association of 
| Georgia. 
| Campbell praised the work of 
|Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director of 
'the department, in preventing the 
'spread of disease. His statement 
| follows: 
| “As chairman of the cancer 
commission of the Medical Asso- 
ciation of Georgia for the past 20 
years my interest in social and 
health problems has been largely 
centered in cancer control. I have 
not, however, lost sight of other 
important problems that have been 
projected and fostered by the 
medical profession through the 
medium of the State Department 
of Health. 

Abercrombie’s Work. 

“Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, director 
‘of public health for Georgia for 
more than 20 years, has given his 
life to the study of disease con- 
trol. I have watched him develop 

with this branch of medical sci- 


nce which has grown from scat- | 
its 


ered foci here and there to 
resent powerful organization with 
well trained men graduating from 
specialized schools located in many 
of the leading universities in 
America, 

“The Georgia Department of 
‘Health has cone a wonderful work 
with the appropriations given it 
in the past. When we think of 
the protection that is ours from 
contagious and infectious diseases 
and the means that are placed in 
ithe hands of medical men to pro- 
tect the health of our families we 
should not frown on the expendi- 
ture of a few cents per capita. 

“It is a good business invest- 
ment to preserve the health of a 
community. Almost any case of 
typhoid fever will incapacitate an 
individual for two months. There 
must be nursing, special food and 
a doctor to direct the care and 
progress of the disease. -All of 
these cost money. While it may 
never be paid, the combined cost 
of a case of typhoid fever will not 
be less than $500 if recovery takes 
place. More than 20 per cent die 
and Georgia lost 256 people dur- 
ing the past two years. Each of 
these had an insurable expectancy 
of at least 25 years—so the loss 
to the state was 6,400 years of in- 


dividual lives at $1,500 per life 
‘year or $9,800,000. 
| Drop in Deaths. 

“Deaths from typhoid fever have 
decreased 54 per cent since 1925 
when the Georgia Department of 
Health began to function in ear- 
nest. Now some one will ask: 
| ‘Is the Department of Health re- 
sponsible for this decrease?’

prairie, where Uncle Sam spends 
$20,000 per youngster teaching 
them to ride hard, shoot straight,

planes, 

Modern Randolph Field, 
“West Point of the Air,” each year 
methodically takes three batches of 
keen, physically-~perfect men at the 
average age of 23 and turns them 
out eight months later with 169. 
flying hours—ready for the final 
four months in the advanced 
school at near-by Kelly Field. 

'._ More planes will mean more 
fliers to man them, under the gov- 
ernment’s air rearmament pro- 
gram. 
falls the burden of supplying the 
finished army airmen. Buttressing 
their numbers will be the proposed 
Civilian “backlog” of fliers, per- 
haps 10 per cent of whom will 
be on call for optional military 
training. 

Three Classes a Year. 

Only 344 of the thousands who 
seek training at Randolph Field 
are admitted in the March, July 
and October classes.

Charles H. Gibson, of Boston, Says Atlanta ‘Surpasses My 


Expectations ;’ 


Will Greet Governor Rivers at 


the Capitol This Morning.

Charles H. Gibson, of Boston, 
self-styled “Good Will Ambassa- 
dor of Literature,” arrived here 


last night for his first visit to At- 
lanta. 

A prominent figure in court cir- 
cles in England and in social and 
literary circles in Europe and 
Gibson en route to 
Mexico City for a visit. 

He went to England in 1894 as | 
secretary to Lord Northcliffe as | 
assistant in organizing the Jack- | 
son-Harmsworth polar expedition 
in 1894-95. Near the turn of the | 
century during the reign of the 
late Queen Victoria he moved in 
court circles, and his letters to his 
mother on these affairs and cus- 
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toms are being prepared for publi- 
cation. They will picture court life 


in all its pomp and ceremony. He 
was the first nonofficial American 
to be presented to King Edward 
VII at his morning gatherings at 
St. James’ palace in 1902 by the 
United States Ambassador Joseph 
Choate.

| Imagination is the quality which

The negro boy who carried the trays 
for her must also work long hours during this pilgrimage period, 
yet he too was cheerful, pleasant and interested. 

In the evening, after my lecture, we went to a beautiful old 
house which is used as a clubhouse and where, for a short time, 
a reception was held. Then we went back to the theater, where a 
special performance was given of the Confederate bali tableaux. 
I was amused to find one of the reporters, who had interviewed me 
in the morning, appearing in a schoolmaster’s suit and tall hat. The 
stage, the dancing and the costumes were all charming and really 
beautiful. The participants are amateurs, but their work is on a 
professional level, in most cases. Even when little two-year-olds 
take part, they seem to catch the spirit and are as well behaved and 
demure as any older actor. 

We left the hotel this morning at 7:30, and our kind friends, Mr. 
and Mrs. William Kendall, drove us to Baton Rouge, La. On the 
way we stopped at Southern. University, Scotland, La. I had a wire 
from Mrs. Bethune, of the NYA, as well as one from the president 
of the school, asking me to try to stop, for it would only take me 
Aa short distance off our road. They have some very good-looking 
buildings and are putting up some new ones. The faces of the 
colored boys and girls were bright and happy. Judging from a board 
on which subjects of study were printed, I should say that this in- 
stitution must be doing a great deal for the education of negro youth 
and raising the standards of living. 

We stopped for a minute at the Governor’s mansion in Baton 
Rouge and the Governor’s secretary, Mr. David Ellison, and his wife 
greeted us. Mrs, Herzberg, whom we remembered as an excellent 
housekeeper when we were here before, urged us to have breakfast. 
It was a great temptation, but unfortunately our train was leaving 
too soon to allow us anything more than a cup of coffee. We were 
sorry not to be able to see Governor and Mrs. Leche, but glad to 
hear that he is recovering from his long illness. 

Everywhere one sees high water and, in one or two places I 
wonder that people dare to build houses, for it looks as though the 
water might easily come to the top of the levee and wash down 
over it. Perhaps, however, they have few possessions, and evacu- 
ating their homes does not present insurmountable difficulties,
